Statement of set vices for which the Certificate is awarded 

On 26th January i960, Shri Chauhan received information regarding secretion 
of watches in one premises in Badliwadi of Moti-Daman, This area has been 
terrorised by a notorious smuggler who is known for kidnapping informants and 
every one in the village Is scared of him. Against these odds, Shri Chauhan 
successfully penetrated into his camp, obtained information and also participated 
in the raiding party resulting in a seizure of wrist watches and straps worth 
Rs. 14,62,350. He again penetrated into this camp on 14th June 1969 and secured 
information resulting in a seizure of wrist watches, yarn. etc., worth Rs. 20,31,480. 
These acts on his part involved great risk to his life

Sonnic, was on sea patrol continuously 1 r nine days diivinfi the departmental 
vessel himself in the absence of a regular driver. On the midnight of 22nd/23rd 
April 1970, they sighted a vessel “MS.V. Hatnasagar” carrying contraband, with 
dve member crew on board". The vessel was Intercepted by the officers after a gun 
duel resulting In the seizure of Japanese fabrics and the vessel worth a total, 
value of Rs. 5 lakhs. In this seizure, Shrl Gopinathan showed exceptional courage 
and effected the seizure at great risk to his life.
